“Often the linesmen are 
waiting, indeed, itching, to 
come into the act and stop the 
game just to be noticed. 


“We must do everything 
possible to make soccer more 
attractive, otherwise it will just 
die. 

“Nn London or Munich, peo- 
ple can go home happy after a 
great 0-0 match. But not in 
the USA or in Australia. 


“They want goals and not 
explanations about ‘midfield 
battles’. : 

“will also talk tothe PSL 
club presidents to persuade 
them to keep their coaches for. 
at least one full season. 

"The poor devils, fearful } « 
about their jobs, will never f 
dare encourage attacking soc- 
cer if they know that two or 
three defeats will have them 
fired.” 


Guttendorf will also suggest 
that as from’ 1979, all PSL 
teams include atleast one 
player under 19, with another 
sitting on the bench. ; 

“This way we'll have a 
minimum >» of _ 14 + under-19 
players actually playing every 
week,’’ he said. i 

“4 want to devise other 
ways also to encousdge our 
best young players to concen- 
trate more fully on the game. 
But without the help of the 
clubs, we'll get nowhere. 

“Enormous talents like 
Gaig Hall must not be al- 
lowed to be lost to the game 
through lack of opportunity, 
incentive and reward.”

championship race. 


To the soccer fraternity it was 
a surprisingly disappointing 
performance. 

By their own high standards the 
alarming decline was little short of 
catastrophic. 

Not only did City finish the 
season nearer the bottom than 
the top, but they also failed to 
have a striker among the leading 
goalscorers. 

Last year the irrepressible Dixie 
Deans topped the goalscoring list 
with 16 of City’s 50 league goals. 

This year City managed a mere 
38 league goals, mainly because 
Deans was unavailable until the 
14th round. 

But Dean's’ delay after a car ac- 
cident in Scotland was just the tip 
of a chilly iceberg of trouble. 

City began their league cam-’ 

- paign with a home loss to 
Footscray followed by a draw 
with Canberra and a loss against 
Brisbane City. 

At this uncertain stage the 
panic button was pushed, result- 
ing in positive steps being taken 
to recruit from overseas. 

By round four, however, City 
broke through their form slump to 
defeat St. George and followed 
with a creditable draw against 
Marconi in Sydney. 

Subsequent successes over 
Eastern Suburbs Hakoah and 
Western Suburbs raised doubts 
about the necessity of bringing in, 
the imports.

INSTANT HIT 


Like Rip Van Winkle, the City of Newcastle awoke from a long 
slumber to prove once again that soccer is inbred in the community, the 


crowd-pulling succ 
PSL clubs in 1978. 


For too many years Newcastle 
has been content to be a nursery 
for more affluent Sydney-based 
clubs, which offered players 
greater incentives and the 
chance to display their ability for 
Australian: representative team 
selection. 

Now the thousands of local 
juniors have a distinct goal to at- 
tain — to play with Newcastle KB 
United! 

In a year of tremendous excite- 
ment and involvement, Alan 
Vest’s Newcastle side, backed by 
a clear-thinking band of focal 
businessmen, became a reality. 

A carefully documented ap- 
plication for entry into the Philips 
Soccer League was-prepared for 
consideration. 

lt was not until November 21, 
1977, that Newcastle United were 
accepted as the 14th member of 
the PSL, taking Mooroolbark’s 
place. 

Left with precious little time to 


‘form a team, manager-coach 


Alan Vest was sent to the United 
Kingdom to enlist players for the 
1978 campaign. 

A tremendous boost was given 
early in February, 1978, by the 
announcement that Tooth and 
Co. Ltd. had signed a three-year 
sponsorship arrangement worth 
$100,000. 

By early January, Newcastle 
United chairman Max Talbot was 
in a position to announce to a 
packed gathering at the Interna- 
tional Sports Centre the com- 
posiiton of the United squad. 

The majority of players named 
were Englishmen, the most ex- 
perienced being Bill Sum- 
merscales, with more than 250 
league games with Rochdale and 
Port Vale. 

But the “quiet man” of the 


squad, Ken Boden, was to be the’ 


player to emblazon his name on 
every PSL ground through the 
States as the find of the year. 

Ask these budding soccer stars 
aged from six years upwards who 
they would most like to be. In- 
variably, the answer is “Kenny 
Boden”. 

He brought back to Newcastle 
soccer lovers the thrill of a ball 
playing artist in full flight. 

(Read a special interview with 
Boden in next week’s Soccer 
World.)

he displayed faith in his own abili- 
ty to improvise, as distinct from 
some tedious technical trivia seen 
in much negative and abortive 
tactical manoeuvres during the 
season in the PSL series. 

Newcastle United finished in 
llth spot on the league ladder, 
hardly a position to cause much 
boasting, but of vital importance 
was the fact that the team con- 
tinued to attract huge crowds. 

In 13 home matches almost 
110,000 flocked to the ideally 
situated International Sports Cen- 
tre. 

An average of nearly 8500, in- 
cluding over 15,000 attendances 
for the visits of Eastern Suburbs- 
Hakoah and Marconi. 

The Newcastle public had 
awakened from their long sleep to 
adopt the team, much to the con- 
sternation of the local Rugby 
League authority. 

Unfortunately, despite the great 
success of Newcastle United, the 
Northern NSW Soccer Federation 
and its member clubs failed to 
capitalise on the new-found 
popularity of the code in the dis- 
trict. 

A certain amount of apathy 
caused through basking in the 
glory emulating from the large 
crowds attending Newcastle’s 
home matches has raised certain 
resentment in some quarters. 

But the exercise of 1978 con- 
ducted by the Newcastle United 
directors should stand the local 
first division clubs in good stead 
for next year when it is realised 
that top promotional work does 
bring results, even without the 
same achievement on the playing 
field. 

Newcastle won only three 
games at the Sports Centre, 
although registering six draws, 
yet the crowds continued to pour 


in. . 

No team in the league probably 
figured in so many memorable 
goals — not for their sheer 
brilliance but for the downright 
horror of seeing a player commit 
the -unpardonable sin of scoring 
into his own net. : 

Eventual _ champions West 
Adelaide escaped from Newcastle 
with a solitary goal victory. 

This was presented to the vis- 
itors by defender Roy Drinkwater 


’ credit, 


with as amazing an “own goal” 
as will ever be seen in soccer. 

The goal even reached the 
screens of the BBC television 
series ‘The Big Match”. 

Drinkwater was to prove that 
this goal was no fluke by netting 
yet another “‘classic’’ effort at 
Marconi Oval when Newcastle 
were staging a fierce struggle with 
Rale Rasic’s brigade. 

But te skipper Drinkwater’s 

fought back from un- 
der a dark cloud of criticism to 
end the PSL series as one of the 
most reliable defenders in the 
side. 

Apart from the irrepressible 
Boden, nuggety defender Colin 
Curran was the undoubted 
favorite of Newcastle crowds. 

What a wonderful season, the 
former Socceroo has enjoyed. 

Before a crowd of 15,614 


Newcastle United defeated 
Marconi 1-0. 
After the match, Marconi 


coach Rale Rasic spoke to me in 
glowing terms and with deep sin- 
cerity that he considered Curran 
was still the best defender in 


Australia. 

Those thousands and 
thousands of spectators who 
made the International Sports 


Centre their regular viewing area 
would undoubtedly agree with the 
wisdom of Rasic. 

But what about. Alan Vest, 
38-year-old manager-coach of the 
side? 

He played with New Zealand in 
their World Cup campaign in 
1974, before becoming Director 
of Coaching in Western Australia. 

He failed to secure the post of 
Australian World Cup coach 
when Jim Shoulder was elected, 
and returned to England where he 
coached Rochdale. 

He took on the position of 
Director of Coaching, Northern 
NSW, on the understanding that 
he would stay only if Newcastle 
were unsuccessful with their ap- 
plication for a Philips Soccer 
League berth. Laie 

His task has been an extremely 


tough one. Forced to hastily form 


a team, he has come up with a 
workmanlike unit based on tight 
tactical play to smother the op- 
position. at 
Because of a lack of creative

ability in midfield, Newcastle's 
movements often started from the 
fullback pairing of Peter Willis and 
Col Curran. : 

The midfielders, Craig Mason, 
Bill Amey, John Sneddon, Lloyd 
Hardes or Mike Galpin were often 
left out with long searching balls 
to the attackers. 

The temporary inclusion of 
Middlesbrough starlet Craig 
Johnston and Huddersfield’s Bob 
Mountford supplied only partial 
benefit. 

Johnson rarely appeared to fit 
into coach Vest’s playing system, 
while Mountford foraged well 
but failed to display any 
goalscoring ability. 

The full value of Joe Senkalski, 
secured from Sydney Olympic, 
will not be realised until next year 
when he settles into the side. 

Injuries to Amey, Hardes and 
Slav Catalovski further hampered 
the team’s prospects, but the club » 
officials are undoubtedly content 
with the 11th position gained by 
the side. : 

A great win over visiting Scot- 
tish side Dundee, and progress to 
the semi-finals of the Philips Cup 
also augmented Newcastle's in- 
itial season. 

In the Philips Cup Newcastle 
have beaten Weston (Northern 
NSW. 1977 champions), Croatia 
and Western Suburbs. 

The year 1979 already looms 
largely in the plans of Newcastle 
United. 

Coach Vest will be given 
$40,000 to strengthen the team 
for next year’s campaign and 
already some players have been 
earmarked as possibilities. 

From a dormant city, Newcas- 
tle exploded onto the PSL scene in 
1978 through splendid promo- 
tional’ work which could well be 
copied by other clubs. 

The one match appearance of 
the former England and 
Manchester United star Bobby 
was, in itself, a 
masterful example, with Charlton 
visiting areas in Northern NSW to 
further foster the soccer code. - 

Newcastle’s hard working and 
far-seeing board rectors led 
by Max Talbot and secretary Paul — 


Trisley have already placed their 


plans on the ‘drawing board”, 
and coach Alan Vest is naturally 
keeping fairly tight-lipped about 
the players he hopes to entice to 
Newcastle next season.
